We stand too 


near it. Time will define and heiRhtaa the 
estimation of your work and experience 
will confirm oar present faitb. 
The finol 


results will be your vindication and your 
triumph. 
If, in this closing hour this con- 


ference had but one deed to celebrate, we 
should dare to call tho world's attention to 
the deliberate, confident nnd solemn dedi- 
cation of the two great continents to peace 
and to prosperity, which has peace for its 
foundation. We hold up this new magna 
charts, which abolishes war and substitutes 
arbitration between the American repub- 
lics, as the first and great fruit of this 
International American Conference. 


The delivery of the address was charac- 


teristic of Blui .e's customary deliberate 
emphasis, and :slso by the evidence of deep 
feeling on his part. The members of the 
conference then took carriages and went 
to the Executive Mansion to pay thsir 
parting respects to the President. 


The delegates were received by t'ae Pres- 


ident in tho east room shortly afternoon. 
The President spoke ail follows: 


I find ia this parting call of the delegates 


to the Conference o£ American States both 
pain and. pleasure.' 
I participate in tha 


regret which the delegates from the United 
States feel wjo are to part with those from 
OtBer oountriaE r~take pleasure IB tha 
knowledge of the fact that your labors have 
been brought to a happy conclusion. I re- 
mark with pleasure the proposition which 
is to be productive of peace among Ameri- 
can States represented in the conference, 
and it will bo without excuse if one of 
them shall lift a hostile hand against BD. 
other. We gave yon tha other day a re- 
view of a small detachment of the Ameri- 
can army, not to show yon that we have an 
an army, but that we have none; that our 
securities are lodged with onr people, and 
that they are safe. In conclusion, I find 
much to appro re in the friendly purpoess 
of the conference toward this Government, 
and I will bid each of you a heartfelt good- 
bye.

LOOK LIKE BIBLES. 


There are also mighty volumes made of 


prirchmbnt and bound ia leather, with strong^ 
brass clasps, containing tho registered'copies 
of wills. • It -was in respect of these big books 
that tho country visitor inquired of tho'at- 
tendant whether they were Bibles, connect- 
ing them in her mind -with the big Bible in 
tho pulpit of her old. parish church. Tho at- 
tendant promptly replied: . "No, ma'am, 
they're the testaments." Only a few of tho 
most recent of these books are in the public 
ball; tho others aro 'kept on a lower floor, 
whence they aro brought up when required 
to bo seen. Tho volume is placed before j'ou 
on one of tho strong desks, tho attendant 
finds tho will you have previously searched 
for, aud you stand there and read it. All the 
original wills are kept in tho strong room, 
which is also on a lower floor. You do not 
read these in tho public hall, but go a little 
way down the passage, on the left, to a room 
called tho reading room. The will you have 
bespoken is brought to you, and you sit down 
to a long tablo comfortably to read it, but 
always in view of one or two urgiig oyecl 
officials, who watch carefully that you do 
not damage tho document or tako surrepti- 
tious extracts beyond the permitted notes. 


Thcro are many persons who believe that 


if they had their rights they would be pos- 
sessed o£ •considerable property, and that 
then- ancestors more or less remote havo been 
unjustly kept out of groat estates or large 
sums in chancery. 
This belief is the cause of 


a constant flow of visitors to tho will offlco, 
who delight in reading the will, perhaps 100 
or 150 years old, wherein something has been 
left to one of their forefathers, or at least to 
some ono of tho snmo name, and, sublimely 
oblivious of the statutes of limitation, thereon 
build castles in the air, Undoubtedly, if the 
money is in the court of chancery, and if, 
notwithstanding the length of ."time it may 
havo-been there, a person can show a good 
title to it, ho will be able to got it; but the 
adventurers in search, of property begin at 
the wrong end. They ignore the Baconian 
system of philosophy, and, starting with the 
family tradition that there was once consid- 
erable property in the family, look up a lot 
of old wills and wasto their time and money 
on a speculative possibility of discovering 
something they can lay claim to. The pro- 
fessional finders Ollt Qt,I»^i»>»-t^-""olo^vn>d 
property "begin,"at "tho"otlier end. They start 
with the property or fund in the ..court of 
chancery or elsewhere wanting oil owner 
and work back until they find tho person 
whoso claim to it can bo supported. Then 
they £0 to him and make a-bargain that if 
they succeed in putting him into possession 
they, shall receive a proportion—in some cases 
as much as one-half—of .the money or estate 
retrieved from the court or wrongful pos- 
sessor. .

THE FORTUNE. llUNTERg. 


Because a person has beenvadvertised for, 


perhaps, 100 .years ago. or more,'with tho sig- 
nificant addition that if he will apply as di- 
rected he will-hear of, something greatly to 
his advantage, it does not follow that if his 
representatives now apply they will find 
there is something to claim. Tho advertise- 
ment may havo been issued in respect o£ 
some small dividend under a bankrupt's es- 
tate, or on tho winding up of some company, 
or even to flud somo person who was a wit- 
ness to a will or other document for the pur 
pose of obtaining his evidence; the man him- 
self .may have como forward at tho time and 
received his money or given his testimony; 
but tho advertisement still remains in the old 
newspaper, or in the published books o£ the 
collectors of these things, who have no knowl- 
edge that the object o£ its being inserted has 
long since been satisfied. The unhappy for- 
tune seeker buys the hook and finds tho name 
only; he then has to buy a copy of the adver- 
tisement, then to expend his money and time 
in making various searches to prove his do- 
scent from tho person advertised for, and 
then to trace the people who inserted tho ad- 
vertisement; ond after all bo may find that 
the whole matter was settled years ago. In 
some cases years have been spent and small 
fortunes wasted in these searches, 


"Wills sometimes pass through strange vi- 


cissitudes before being admitted to probate, 
and testators aro often themselves to. blame 
for it. They either hide them away so care- 
fully in Buch secret repositories that at their 
deaths they cannot be found, or-.leave them 
about so carelessly that they get converted to 
other purposes or gathered up with tho waste 
paper and rubbish, The great Lord St. Leon 
ards, who had for several years thoughtfully 
considered how ho should dispose of his prop- 
erty, had left a will, that was certain, but it 
could not be found at his death; it had been 
kept locked up in a box, but when tho box 
was -opened tho will was not there. 
Tho 


court, being satisfied by the evidence of Miss 
Sugden of tho contents from her recollection, 
granted probate o£ tho.will -as contained in 
her evidence. In one coso, a boy seeing his 
father's will lying about, and finding it was 
written oil good, strong paper, cut it into 
strips and naadb it into a tail' for his kite. 


These were afterwards carefully placed to* 


gether, tho patchwork state of the will was 
fully explained, and it was then admitted to 
probate. In another case, after having boon 
lost for a long time, n visit from the dustman 
led to tho will being found at tho. bottom of 
tho dusthole. One cose that wo know of was 
not the fault of tho testator; the executor, at 
a public dinner, handed the will -to his proc- 
tor to prove, but tho will could not after- 
words be found. The proctor was sure ho 
gave it to his clerk, who was just.ns sure • he 
never received it; th'a safea were searched, 
the bundles of paper wore undone and shaken 
out, and all the draweis woro turned out, but 
the will was not forthcoming. The legatees 
began to clamor for their money, when luck- 
ily the proctor went to another dinner, and 
on putting-his hand into his dress cb'at pocket 
pulled out the missing will.—London Illus- 
trated News.

Sweeny has spent thousands of dollars in 
his efforts to improve the horses of Nevada 
and brought the finest trotting stallion on 
the coast to tbia city, but bia efforts have 
met with poor appreciation and still poorer 
financial reward.

Sweeny to take his horses to California, 
keep them there a few years, and then 
bring them np'hora as California horses if 
he wishes to realize handsomely on his in- 
vestment.
